If you are interested in rare and highly desirable coins. The Fantastic 1804 
Dollar will take you through a journey of its history and reason for existence. 
Was it for the King of Siam or for the profit of some selfish mint employees? 

Most of this book is like lawyers presenting their case before a judge to 
explain why these dollars should or should not exist. The book delves in 
controversies like: Were these coins even made in 1804? Who could they 
have been made for? What were the results from their production at the Mint 
and for collectors? 

This book was originally written in the 1960s and republished in 2009. Additional information surfaced and was added 
to the reprint, such as color photographs, modern auction results and the history of Edmund Roberts and his diplomatic 
role. The chapters are fairly short, ranging from 2 to 10 pages. The three types of 1804 dollars are described with lots 
of details. There are black and white photographs of the coins to illustrate technical differences. 

For some people, the Fantastic 1804 Dollar may be a difficult book to read, due to its technical nature. When the 
authors presented the information they found to the numismatic community; it shocked them.
